The  Faith  of  Scientists 
In  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus 

Scientists  generally — even  most  of  those  affiliated  with 
some  church-—do  not  believe  ya  the  bodily  resurrection  of 


HANOVER  COUNTY,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  December  15,  1763  — 

(BP)  —  A  virtually  unknown 
young  lawyer,  Patrick  Henry, 
ignored  shocked  cries  of,  “Trea- 
[  son!  Treason!”  in  Hanover 
County  Court  as  he  denounced 
!  in  impassioned  tones  the  med- 
|  dling  of  King  George  III  and 
pointed  an  accusing  finger  at 
the  state-supported  clergy  of 
the  established  church. 

I  Although  ,  technically  Henry 
lost  his  case,  the  jury  was  so 
swayed  by  his  powerful  ora¬ 
tory  that  they  awarded  the 
plaintiff,  Rev.  James  Maury,  a 
j  token  judgment  of  only  one 
penny.  The  attorney’s  moral 
victory  was  enthusiastically  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  people,  who  mot 
only  share  Henry’s  dislike  for 
King  George's  high-handed  leg¬ 
islation  but  have  no  respect  fpr 
a  clergy  which  takes  its  prob¬ 
lems  to  the  crown. 

Ordinarily  the  clergy  of  the 
established  church  receives  its 
salary  from  the  state  in  tobacco, 
but  when  the  price  of  tobacco 
soared  in  1758  due  to  an  antici¬ 
pated  crop  failure,  the  Virginia 
!  legislature  voted  -  to  give  the 
ministers  their  salary  in  cur¬ 
rency  at  a  rate  below  the  mar¬ 
ket  value  of  tobacco. 

Ministers  appealed  to  the 
king  who  disallowed  the  act.  In 
a  test  case  first  brought  to  the 
j  courts  in  April  of  last  '  year, 

|  Maury  sued  for  the  remainder 
of  his  1758‘*salary. 
j  “A  king.  fc|-  disallowing  acts 
I  of  this  salutary  nature,"  Henry 
told  the  court,  “from  being  the 
father  of  his  people,  degen- 
i  crates  into  a  tyrant  apd  forfeits 
|  all  rights  to  his  subjects'  obedi- 
]  ence.” 

I  It  was  this  bold  declaration  of 
the  young  attorney  which  some 
regard  as  treasonable.  But  the 
jury,  while  ruling  the  act  of 
1758  invalid  in  view  of  the 
king's  edict,  awarded  Maury 
damages  of  one  penny. 

Maury  early  showed  that  he 
was  on  the  side  of  the  crown 
and  plantation  aristocracy.  He 
pointed  out  that  three  of  the  I 
jurors  should  not  be'  aUamedf^ 
to  server  because  they  were , 
“not  gentlemen.” 

"Plain  farmers  fnake  an  hon¬ 
est  jury,”  Henry  answered,  to 
the  warm  approval  of  the  court¬ 
room. 

The  hearing  was  well  attend¬ 
ed  by  the  established  clergy' 
who  came  to  gloat  over  a  tri-  , 
umph.  But  as  Patrick  Henry's  j 
relentless  attack  raked  both 
crown  and  “hired  clergy”  while 
courtroom  and  jury  gave  ill- 
concealed  support,  many  left  in  | , 
haste  before  the  decision  was 
announced.

To  his  chagrin,  and  that  of  the  churches  of  oue  land,  he 
found  that  only  36t  out  of  the  521  leaders  in  the  biological 
and  physical  sciences  today 'are  willing  to  be  counted  as 
gladly  affirming  their  faith  in  the  resurrection  of  Jesus. 

Several  other  surprises  showed  up  in  the  survey.  For 
one  thing,  not  one  individual  ’  among  the  521  men  and 
women  indicated  an  affiliation  with  the  Christian  Science 
Church.

Dr.  Smith  says,  “In  view  of  the  extreme  liberal  views 
of  many  "Congregationalists  and  the  infiltration  of  modern¬ 
ism  in  the  Methodist  Church,  the  majority  of  denials ^from 
men  in  these  denominations  was  no  surprise.  But  it  was 
somewhat  astonishing  to  find  as  many  Episcopalians  deny¬ 
ing  the  resurrection  as  professing  to.  believe  it  and  more 
Baptists  and  Presbyterians  rejecting  it  than  affirming  it.” 

SEVERAL  OBSERVATIONS  regarding  this  sample  of 
scientific  opinion  are  important.  No  scientist  who  disbe¬ 
lieves  the  resurrection  claimed  to  have  examined  the  New 
Testament  very  closely.  Not  one  of  these  disbelievers  tried 
to  rationalize  away  the  New  Testament  confidence  in  Jesus’  1 
resurrection  or  the  effect  that  confidence  has  had  on 
Christianity.  About  60  per  cent  of  this  group  of  disbelievers 
in  the  resurrection  expressed  themselves  almost  reverently 
about  Jesus.  Not  one  of  these  scientists  ventured  to  call 
Jesus  a  deceiver.  .. 

Among  the  36  who  firmly  expressed  t hem-parson al 
faith  was  Dr.  A.  C.  Ivy  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  said, 
“I  believe  in  the  bodily  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  .  .  . 

I  am  not  ashamed  to  let  the  world  know  what  I  believe, 
and  that  I  can  intellectually  defend  my  belief ...  I  cannot 
prove  this  belief  as  I  can  prove  certain  scientific  facts  .  .  . 

I  can  only  say  that  present-day  biological  science  cannot 
resurrect  a  body  that  has  been  dead  and  entombed  for 
three  days.  To  deny  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  on 
the  basis  of  what  biology  now  knows,  is  to  manifest  jan 
unscientific  attitude  according  to  my  philosophy  of  the  true 
scientific  attitude.” 

THIS  SURVEY  IS  A  SHOCKING  REMINDER  that 
even  in  a  land  of  97,000,000  Christians  we  cannot  assume 
that  people  know  and  accept  the  facts  of  our  faith.

The  swordfish  is  often  refer¬ 
red  to  as  a  “Mighty  Hunter.” 
He  likes  to  go  after  a  school  of 
fish  and  gobble  them  up  one 
after  the  other  when  he  gets 
hungry.  He  can  eat  and  eat 
until  he  is  filled. 

The  swordfish  has  a  long, 
sharp  beak  that  can  even  go 
right  through  the  side  of  a 
boat. 

When  men  go  fishing  for  the 
swordfish  they  use  harpoons. 
They  have  to  be  very  careful 
because  The  swordfish  is  very 
strong  and  dangerous.  He  gen 
very  angry  when  he  is  harpon- 
ed  and  can  run  his  “sword* 
right  through  the  boat  and 
wreck  It. 

.  The  swordfish  lives  in  warm 
climates  where  the  seas  are 
warm,  too.  They  are  related  to 
the  mackerel  family,  a  fish  that 
you  can  often  see  in  the  market 
when  Mother  takes  you  shop¬ 
ping. 

Swordfish  are  very  good  to 
eat  and  have  an  almost  meaty 
taste.  Tjje  fish  market  sells 
them  in  steaks. 

Sometimes  swordfish  grow  as 
big  as  800  pounds,  so  you  can 
just  imagine  how  hard  it  is  to 
catch  them  and  how  big  a  fight 
they  put  up  to  keep  from  get¬ 
ting  caught. 

The  swordfish  swms  very  fast 
and  likes  to  stay  on  the  surface 
of  the  water.

Have  you  ever  thought  about 
how  big  things,  inventions,  dis¬

The  raindrop  Is  a  tiny  thing. 
The  biggest '  raindrop  ‘scarcely 
measures  one-fourth  of  an  inch 
in  diameter.  The  usual  size  is 
one-twentieth  of  an  inch!  Oor 
Bible  tells  us  in  Job  36:27-28: 
"For  he  maketh  small  the  drops 
of  water:  .  .  .  which  the  clouds 
do  drop  .  .  ,  upon  man  abun¬ 
dantly.” 

The  single  raindrop  is  not 
only  a  very  tiny  part  of  the  tons 
of  rainfall  and  snow  that  fall  on 
the  earth  year  by  year,  but  It  is 
also  a  part  of  the  millions  of 
drops  that  make  the  clouds,  fog, 
and  dew. 

Early  day  settlers  looked  for 
the  path  of  the  raindrop  where, 
nearby,  they  might  build  the 
waterwheel  to  grind  their  grain 
and  gunpowder  .
